Punszovrion is 8 weapon that has always been used by the. a 
in seeking the overthrow of Prophets and other servants of God. It is true 
that there has been warfare between the systems . of men at different periods, 
and blood has been shed to a fearful extent, in consequence of the jealousies 
of rival creeds and systems. History records many such cases of warfare and 


" bloodshed, as having occurred during what are now known as the dark 


ages.” The pedigrees of the Catholic and Protestant churches reveal most 
terrible instances of this fact. The valleys of Piedmont, Germany, France, 
England and many other ↄountries have been the battle fields of the contend- 
ing armies of the Catholics and Protestant Reformers, and many hundreds of 


thousands of human beings have been sacrificed on the altar of religious fana- 
ticism. But in those cases both sides have acted on the aggressive, and have 

been urged on by the very reverse of Ohtistian love, kindness and charity. 

It is trae that the early Reformers met with violent persecution at the hands 
of the Romish Church, but when they attained to a superiority in point of 


numbers and rule, they exercised the same degree of arbitrary and despotic 


Power that had before been exercised toward them, and with the iron hand of 


oppression they sought to crush.and destroy their too formidable opponents. 
That feeling of hatred existing between them when the bloody axe of persecu- - 
tion descended alike on the heads of both, is now as intense as ever, though, 
through the change of circumstances or the more equal division of power, it 


_ is not manifested to the same fearful extent that it was then. “Each faction, 


however, is no slower in taking advantage of the most trifling excuse to con- 
sider itself a persecuted body. For instance, the present Pope of Rome 
characterizes the recent action of the Emperor of Germany towards the Catho- 
lies in that empire, in checking their unwarrantable presumption—so con- 
sidered by the Protestant party—as a system of. persecution on the part of the 
German government towards the Catholics. In whatever shape mild or 
otherwise — opposition may come, whether from one party or the other, it is 


. @agerly characterised by the one attacked as persecution, and is frequently 
compared to that undergone by the primitive Christians. 


Now, although we do not wish to underrate the sincerity of 1 as undergo 3 
persecution of any kind for the sake of their belief, we have no hesitancy in 
declaring that there is no people on the earth to-day who are the objects of 
such universal condemnation, hatred and- ‘persecution, as are the Latter-day 
Saints. They Save never acted on the — toward any sect, but all 
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other sects have united in condemning and persecuting the Latter-day Saints. 
They are looked upon as the outcasts of society,—they have been spurned, — 
reviled, discharged from their employment, cast into prison, driven from their 
homes, forced to seek a refuge among untutored savages, and many have been 
alain; and all because of their religious belief. 

As has been shown, the work commenced by Joseph Smith has met with 
.. constant and wide-spread opposition. All manner of lies have been invented 
and circulated in nearly every land and among almost every people concerning 
the Latter-day Saints, and there exista among all classes such a strong and 
bitter prejudice against them, that nothing. less than an Angel’s visit, or an 
inscription in the heavens, written in letters of fire and made visible to the 
whole world, defining the true character of the Latter-day Saints, would be 
likely to remove it.

most absurd ideas expressed concerning them, if we do not find existing a 

auc prejudice that cannet be removed by human agency. Is there 
any one sect of so-called Christendom against whom can be found so universal 
a dislike, or so strong a prejudice as that known to exist in regard to the 
Latter-day Saints? We certainly do not believe there is. Even infidelity and 
rn. are more tolerable to so-called Christendom than is Mormonism.” 

Because of our unpopularity and the persecutions we have met with, as 3 
people, it is conceived, by many of our opponents, to be an evidence of our 
not possessing the faith of the ancients ; and it is said, that, if we are the 
favored people of God—according to our profession—we would not be despised 
and persecuted, and that our system is false because of the opposition it has 
met with, and does meet with, on the part of the majority of mankind. On 
what grounds such a conclusion as this has been arrived at by our opponents 
we are unable to discover, but if the: unpopularity of a religious belief is its 
own disclaimer, we should, as being deeply interested in the result, be in- 
formed of the authority irom, which this conclusion has been taken. Itis usual 
for most communities to decide on the legal merits of a case by precedent, and 
if a precedent can be found to sustain our opponents in their conclusion, we 
should be pleased to know where it is. We are aware that when the Protestant 
calls the Roman Catholic a bad name, or vice versa, it is generally deemed to 
be persecution, and in either case a good deal of buncombe is used, which 
is supplemented by à flourish of trumpets, or in other words the whole world 
is made acquainted with the circumstance ;_ but when the Latter-day Saints 
justly complain of having been persecuted, they are simply told that it is an 
evidence of their delusion. We frequently hear of the Protestants and Dis- 
* genters referring to the early efforts of the struggling. Reformers in resisting 
the power of the Roman Church—to their persecutions, etc., so that if 
„ Mormonism” is to be considered an imposture, and its follo wers fanatica, 
because of its unpopularity and inferivrity in point of numbers, it must follow 
that the Reformation, for the same reason, was an imposture and its followers 
fanatics also. 
- As a precedent is usually a vale, or standard by which a judicial 3 is 
rendered, we propose to adopt that method in this case. As the counsel in a 
matter of jurisprudence would likely turn-over the leaves of some old musty 
‘record and refer to the „ of some legal authority on a case analagous to 
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the one he might · be pleading, in order to clearly present his before the 
attention of the court, or the jury, in view of securing a nasal decision 
on behalf of his client, so we, likewise, shall turn over ‘the. leaves of ancient 
records bearing on the question at issue and plead our case on precedent, 


seeing that we are told that our unpopnlarity and the persecution we, as 7 


people, meet with are evidences that our belief is but a délusion. We ‘shall 

go no further back than the days of J esus, not but what by doing 50 we should 
be able to collect even more abundant evidence to sustain our argument, but 
because Jesus was the founder of Christianity, and as it is the possession of 
brue Christianity that the world is quarreling so much about, it is sufficient for 
us to commence our researches with the life and character of Jesus and the 


treatment he and his disciples received at the hands of the Jews. If che prin- 


ciples he enunciated were accepted by mankind with universal favor, and he 
himself was received with an equal manifestation of welcome and approval, ve 
mast submit ourselves to the issus involved therein, and admit that, in thie 
respect at least, the Mormons” are. different to the early or ‘primitive Chris- 
tians, and if the unpopularity of the eee is. evidence, of its. an, the, 
% Mormons” are grossly misled. | 

The Savior of the world—he whom the oe ews had been 3 for and. 
expected would come in power and glory to rule over them was born in a most 
obscure place and in the most unpretending manner. No sooner had it become, 
known. that the Messiah was born than persecution commenced, his re- 
puted parents were temporarily exiled. from the place of their nativity, and 
efforts were made to destroy him that the purposes of Almighty. God might be. 
frustrated ; but he was preserved by the timely interposition of the Father 
until the work allotted to him was fulfilled. * He grew up to manhood and com- 
menced his ministry by endeavoring to establish the kingdom of God on the 
earth, and was assailed and harassed on every hand with the determined oppo- 
sition and persecntion of those especially who profeased religion: and to believe 
in the Prophets who had predicted the marvelous appearance of the Messiah. 
In the first sermon Jegus preached on the mount he said, Blessed are they, . 
which are persecuted for righteousness’ sake, for their’s is the kingdom of hea- 
ven. Blessed are ye, when men shall revile you, and persecute you, and shall 
say all manner of evil against you falsely, for my sake.” He had already 
began to taste the bitter draught of persecution and sought to prepare his dis- 
ciples for what they like wise might have to undergo for the sake of their belief. 
It was the natural result of living godly in Christ Jesus,” and what they. 
would have to prepare themselves for, if they heped to endure faithfully to the 
end and secure an everlasting inheritance in the kingdom of God ; hence, he 


continued, Rejoice and be exceeding glad, for great is your reward i in heaven; 


for so persecuted they the Prophets which were before you.” Others before 
them had been rejected by the world, persecuted and slain for doing the will of 
God. Jesus was anathematized by tbs ‘self-righteous Scribes and Pharisees, 
and every occasion was sought by them to denounce him, and to injure him in 
the opinion of not only such as had not believed on him, but those of his own 
disciples. He declared, I am not come to call the cen but sinners to 
repentance, ” as his reason for sitting and eating with many publicans and 
sinners,” but his enemies, who were constantly watching his every action and 

scrutinizing his private and public conduct with the evident object of bringing

upon as being thé very reverse of religions, He was decried as being “ glut, 
tonous, and a winebibber, a friend of publicans and sinners,” and no donk} : 
his enemies endeavored to eireulate this report abroad thinking that, by doing 
20, they would create a popular prejudice against. him. Modern self- called 
ministers or representatives of the meek and lowly Jesus”—or as they are 
better known, Priests, Cardinals, Curates, Reotors, Deans, Bishops and 
Archbishops—would not be content to wait for their reward in heaven,” but 
would at once proceed to prosecute their villifiers on a charge of slander, and 
demand at the hands of earthly justice, either their imprisonment or compen- 
sation from them in the shape of a good round sum of money. The Savior’s 
whole career on the earth, according te the Record handed down, shows how 
violent was the persecution he suffered at the hands of those whom he. sought 
to benefit. When a certain Scribe came and asked to be allowed to follow him 
whithersoever he went, Jesus said, The foxes have holes, and the birds of 
the air have nests, but the Son of man hath not where to lay his head.” By 
these few words alone we may easily learn how very unpopular Jesus was. 
Because he preached righteousness and claimed to hold immediate intercourse 
with the Father, he was subjected to abuse, slander and the most violent 
persecution and, ultimately, death. 

The Apostles and many others of the disciples of Jesus were treated in 
nearly the same way as he himself was. Paul learned what it was to be a trae 
Christian, hence his saying, ‘‘ All that will live godly in Christ Jesus shall 
suffer persecution.” For many years after the Apostles had been slain or other- 
wise disposed of, the wicked continued to annoy, harass and persecute the 
primitive Christians, some of whom were also crucified, burned and condemned 
to be worried by dogs. The history of Christianity both sacred and profane 
—clearly establishes the fact that the religion which Jesus introduced on the 
earth was denounced by almost every section of “‘ enlightened” humanity, and 
those who adhered thereunto were: the especial objects of their wrath and 
persecution. Indeed Christianity was a hiss and a by-word, so long as it was 
composed of inspired and holy men to whom the Lord revealed himself by his 
power; but when Christianity“ became a lifeless hulk, devoid of. that 
power which formerly characterized its progress, and men upon whom the 
Apostleship had rested Had been finally disposed of, then it was deemed 
worthy of notice, —its remaining and, scattered fragments were brought 
together and Christianity was sought to be re-established, but the pieces

Elders George A. Smith and Erastus 


Snow visited Nauvoo about eight years 
after its destruction, and learned from 
Lewis A. Bidamon, landlord of the 


Nauvoo Mausion, that the inhabitants 


of ‘Warsaw, Carthage, Pontusuc and 
surrounding settlements, jealous of 
Nauvoo and fearing that it would still 
retain its. superior importance as a 
town, and the “Mormons” therefore, 
might be indtived to return, contribn- 
ted a ‘purse: of five hundred dollars, 
which they gave to one Joseph Agnow 
for burning the Temple, and that he 
was the ‘wretch who set the building 
on “fire.. Bidamon added that the 
burning of the Temple did have the 
effect to diminish the importance’ of 
Nauvoo; for his hotel did not have 
one fourth the custom: after the con- 
flagration that it had had previously. 
Though this destruotidn ‘of the Temple 
of God was a most atrocious act,’ still 
the Saints who had erected it, and 
reoéived therein those ‘holy ordinances 


which had been appointed and reveal-
